I also wrote to you that I would continue working toward a response if you would clarify your 
request. To date, I have not received a substantive response from you with either search tenns or a 
date range of the records you are after. I do not have electronic records compiled or organized by 
topic on the administrative investigation, so this information would be necessary to conduct a search 
of my e-mail. 

However, in response to your request, and for lack of you providing reasonably specific criteria, I 
have attached copies of electronic records that have previously been searched and provided under a 
previous records request. (See letter and responsive documents sent to Casey Geraldo, TODAY’S 
TMJ4 on March 13, 2018). Records included in this response are for e-mails to or from my email 
account containing the words “koschnick” “rules of judicial administration” or “Ozaukee county” 
between September 1,2017 and February 16,2018. 

Please be advised that a copy of an attachment to an email received Dec. 18,2017 at 3:13 p.m. was 
excluded from this response because the document is publicly available and is 357 pages in length. 
The report is titled “Wisconsin Department of Justice DCI, Cast Master Report 16-3772.” My 
understanding is you previously received a copy of this report, and it is publicly available,
